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This invention relates to an laproved type of 
portable or temporary house which siay be laoved fi-on place to 
place yet has long lasting cuelltles snd at the ssjzq time if 
.desired say ts used as a permanent structure. It is p^irtlcul-*. 
arly useful for erection in reaote places whei'C it can be 
erected v;ith a lainirauia ?j30unt of skilled labour and it 
also be placed in use on the sacc day as it is erected. 
Purthersiore, the house structure is fabricated in a factory 
in readily transportable sections and because of this the skillet 
labour can be used at a place where it is more readily 
obtainable , 

A further feature of the house of this invention 
resides around the fact that it incorporates a central free 
space section around which the various tmits are installed, 
0?hese units preferably decrease in width from the central 
section outwards because they do not require to be full width 
at their outer portions as such are not used for pi-issages and 
movement ereas. This arrangement saves a considerable ainount. 
of material and gives the house an interesting: and novel 
appearance as well as differentiating the Instant structure froa 
the presently knovm type of prefabricated houses v;hich are so 
stereotyped in appearance* 

In accordance with the present inrention there is 
provided an e:cpandable and readily deiaountable house coaprisingr 
.a central, section of triaiisrular, square, rectangular or poly-' 
gonal shape there being one or nsore further sections'- of any 
given shape having a side matching one of the sides of the 
central section and applied thereto to fore a house -which may be 
esctended as desired with any further combination of said further 
sections.

•rr.e central section 10 has in plain vie:,- the shape 
of an equalats-_-al trls^nsle a.nd to each side there is provided 
a ncdul^Lr f.icttcn. ^"nese arc a tsdrooa section 11, a utility 
section 12 co=i--.Vr.inff a cT.ovrer :--oo3 13 end kitchen l** and a 
patio section 15. The latter could if desired be replaced 
with another fcodrconi section. 

S&ch =od'ile has a first side l6 vhifa corresponds in 
length to tl;e iength of the ?ides of the equalateral triansle. 
The opposite o=- outers-ost side 17 Is shorter then the first 
side so that t>-e width decreases towards the outermost side. 
The sides of each module ccaiacn to the central section are 
preferably open so as to Increase the ajaouct of . space available. 
Normally the vrlsidows 13 are provided in each of the other 
sides of the snoduls and for exanple if a bed 19 is required 
in the rcoa it can be applied to tHe side of the aodule remote 
frea the central section. In this way a iclnlinurs space is used 
by fumi shines and laaociatun Efficiency is obtained from the 
area. 

In another construction, single beds nay be arranged 
on each of the sides adjacent the central section and the 
space therebetween decreases tov/a2rds the outer wall of the 
Bodule. 

The utility nodule 12 associated vith each house 

ainiuises the s^ioiint of plunbins and vjiring and provides all 

these expensive Iteas in the one tinit which can be used "with 

€tny ..-type of confisuration. 

T}ie central section may be square as shovra in Figures 
2 and 3 or rectangular as shown in Figaro if, r.l though in 

<« 
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Figures 3 and '^ there are eddltlonal sections forming door 
sx^^unds ard cuptoard structures. Thus many designs nay he 
hunt up around the same type of nodule with nany internal 
, arrans^aents which are built in at the factory ^^d so the 
cost of the c-tructure is decreased over conventional structures. 
Also, rore than one central section nay he used. Figure 
also incorporates the triangular nodulo 10 in the living room 



area. 



It is preferred that the structure is roofed by flat 
penels of roofin? material -^nd for convenience these nay be 
aluEiKi'Ja clad straw board or slEllar materiel. They nay also 
span the ares between adjacent nodules to provide a oar port. 

The floors of each structure are designed so as not 
to reouirs intermediate support and therefore support is only 
required at the comers of the structure. Such supports may 
be concrete posts positioned* in i>rebored holes.

2. A house as claiiaed in Clcdn 1 in which there 

is positioned between the central sections and one or more 
of the additional sections an assembly incorporating ^alls and 
dividing cupboard space between said additional sections and 
said additional section and said central section. 

3. A house as claiaed in Claim 1 in which each 
additional section decreases in t?idth aT7ay from the central 
section* 

4. ^ A house as claiiaed in Claim 1 in which one of 
the additional sections contains a kitchen and batlarooV 
laundry. 

5. A house substantially as hereindesired iiith 
reference to and as illtistrated in the accompanying drawings-
